Tho weight
of this person I was able to estimate at
not far from one' hundred and thlrty-
llvo pounds, and "ils height ns about five
feet and five Inches. I also stated It as
my opinion that tho person who did tho
deed bad the habit of biting his finger
nails, and a -particular reason for sparing
the nail'of the little finger and,permit¬
ting It to grow to an abnormal length.
This was not guesswork on my part, for
In'the soft soil beneath the eastern win¬
dow I found a perfect impression of a
closed hand. Hero* Is tho cast ot that
hand. 'Look well at It. Notice tlie wart
upon the upper Joint of the thumb, and
the crook In the third finger whore It
has evidently -been broken. M. Godin says
ho noyer entered the yard of the Dar¬
row estate, except on tho night of tho
murder In oompany with' Messrs.. Os¬
borno and Allen, and that then ho mere¬
ly, passed up and down the front-walle
on.his way to and from tho house, yet
tho paint-mark on this slip of gloss 'was
made by his thumb.' and the gluss It¬
self, was cut by mo from liti? eastern
window'of the Darrow house.the win¬
dow through -which the murder was
committed. This plaster'cast was taken
from an Impression in the soil benoath
tho same window on the' morning uflor
the murder. The hand is tho .hand o?
M. Godin.. You will note that one of thl?
gentloman's feet Is deformed and that
he habitually halts In his walk,"
-.Wo all glanced at M· Godin to verify
these assertions, but that gentleman fold¬
ed his (arms in a way. to conceal his
hands and thrust his feet out of sight
beneath the chair In front of him, while
.he smiled at us with the utmost ap¬
parent, good nature... He would bo ga.me
to the last, there was no doubt of that.
Maltlnnd recalled our attention by say¬

ing: .-

r. 9,m.9er« y°u will please arrest M.
Godin!'.·
An ; excited whisper was hoard from

every corner, and many woro the half-
audible comments that woro broken off
by tho Imperative fall of the crier's
gavel. So tense had beentho strain t,hat
It waa some timo before complete or¬
der could bo restored. When It was
again qulot Maltland continued:
"Your Honor and Gentlemen of the

Jury: Wo will rest our'case hero for to¬
day. To-morrow, or rather'Monday, wo
shall show the strango' Infiuohce' which
M. Godin; exorcised overv- M. Latour, as
well as M. Latour's reasons for ,hls con¬
fession. We shall endeavor to, mako
clear'to you how M. Latour was actually
led to believe he had murdered John
Darrow, and how he was bribod to con¬
fess a crime committed by another. Of
the hypnotic power of M.'Godln over M.
Latour-I have indisputable propf, though
wo shall see that M. Godin hy no means
relied wholly upon this power. Wo shall
show you biIso thateuftlclent time olapse<i
to enable M. Godin, by great skill and ce¬
lerity, to make away with the evidences
of his guilt in time to enable .him to no
present with Messrs. Osborno and Allen
at the examination, In short, wo shall
unravel before you a crime which, for
cleverness »of conception and adroitness
of execution,.has never been enuallod In
tile history of this community,"
Maltlnnd, .having thus concluded his re¬

marks by dropping Into a courteous plural
In deforenoe to Mr. Jenkins," the court
adjourned until Monday, nnd I loft Gwen
In MaUlnnd's charge whllo G hurried
home, fearful lest I should not bo tho
first to bring'to Jeannette the glad news
of hor father's Innocence, for I .had not
tho slightest doubt of Maltland's ability
to prove conclusively all he .had under¬
taken.
